preme court and other officials iden­ 
tified with the case, and also at the 
state house, courthouse customhouse 
and other public buildings. 


Unless the full bench of the com­ 
monwealth’s highest court, in its de­ 
cision to be handed down within six 
days, acts favorably on behalf 
of 
the 
condemned 
anarchists, 
Sacco 
and Vanzetti probably will die in the 
electric chair early Tuesday. 


Although 
an 
adverse 
decision 
from the full bench would leave 
an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court for a writ of 
certiorari 
still 
possible, attornevs for 
Sacco 
and 
Vanzetti were known to have based 
their principal hope on a victory in 
the state court.

“ Peace and cooperation and

Coolidge said. “ The Tndian problem 
on its face appears to be one simply 
of effective social service, practical 
philanthropy and education.”

city council calls for a rate of $1.425 
or an increase of 35§ cents over the 
rate this year. 
J hi* increase is not due to added 
revenue, as only about $15,000 was 
added to tfie budget for next year, 
all of which is in departments which 
will require 
the money, 
and with 
most of the increase being raised as 
a payment on the 
Hodges 
Branch 
sewer which 
is now 
under 
con­ 
struction. 
The increase in Rushville city 
is 
in keeping with all township levies 
which are being increased this year 
from ten to thirty percent in order 
to overcome the lower valuation 
on 
farm real estate. In Rushville city 
the rate last year was computed on 
almost eight million dollars, and this 
year 
it 
dropped 
almost 
a million 
dollars. 
The budget, as 
adopted 
by the 
council Tuesday night, calls for 
a 
total of $100,890 
as 
contemplated 
revenue required for 1928. Final ac­ 
tion on the 
budget will 
be 
taken 
September 6„ when 
certain 
items 
may be reduced, and the rate low- 
erad a few cents, if it is found pos­ 
sible to do so. 
In keeping with the lower valua­ 
tion. the library board which makes 
their own levy request, also has cer­ 
tified to the council that in order to 
maintain the average for next year 
in revenue, that an increase will be 
necessary, and they asked for

An increase of eight cents in {lie 
county tax rate for next year 
is 
likely, with a levy of twenty 
cents 
tentatively fixed by the county coun­

The increase is due to a loss ot $5,- 
090,000 in taxables and the increase 
of $30,000 in the amount of money 
estimated to be required for county, 
expenses next year. 
This probable increase comes on

The budget calls for $93,908 to he

TRe Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the U. S., Department of Agriculture 
in extensive held and laboratory stu ­ 
dios, has ascertained the life cycle 
of tile common round worm Escaris 
Sms. It has been found th at in their 
life cycle the worms inflict serious j 
damage to the liver, lungs and small 
intestines. 
The common practice among hog 
raisers is to give a vermifuge when 
the pigs are known 
to be infested 
with these worms. The worm reme­ 
dies may expel tin* worms, hut the 
damages to the vital organs cannot 
he repaired, therefore 
it h as'been 
that the prevention of these 
the very best 
he put into 
all farm s. Nearly 
100

For purposes of such an analy­ 
sis. it is to he assumed that Presi­ 
dent Coolidge will not be an im­ 
portant factor at the next Republi­ 
can national convention. 
With Coolidge out. there is an 
excellent prospect of a gorgeous 
eat-and-doe fight between the as­ 
pirants. with a wealth of favorite 
sons, dark horses and deals. The 
party is too well controlled to per­ 
mit of any such spectacle as the 
Democrats stumbled into at New 
York in 1024, hut there may be a 
¿eal deadlock which will have to 
be settled as in 1920 “ by a little 
group of men in a smoky, stuffy, 
locked room.” 
, 
Lowden is the farmers’ “pro­ 
test” candidate. 
If he has an un­ 
derstanding with Dawes, as was 
long ago suggested, he may be 
able to do a splendid job in round­ 
ing up the delegations from agri­ 
cultural states for delivery at the 
convention. The main point, how­ 
ever, is that to date Lowden has 
shown no strength in the east or 
anywhere else except in predomi­ 
nantly agricultural states. 
Longworth comes from Ohio, 
the “mother of presidents” in re­ 


cent decades, and he has a strong 
personal following among mem­ 
bers of the House. 
Many of the 
congressmen have been boosting 
his stock for a long time and they 
will continue to do so with re­ 
newed vigor. 
Hut despite his con­ 
servatism. it is doubtful whether 
the powers th at be in the party 
regard him as solid enough for 
the big job. 
Probably his worst 
handicap is his reputation as a 
thorough-going wet. 
There is no 
indication yet that the Republi­ 
can party is likely to name a can­ 
didate unsatisfactory to the or­ 
ganized drys. 
Rorah has even less of a chance 
than Lowden or Longworth. 
Al­ 
though he is personally as popu­ 
lar as anyone in the field, the 
party regulars will not allow him 
to get anywhere if they can help 
it— and they almost surely can. 
Some sort of a Borah-for-presi- 
dent movement may be started by 
the senator’s admirers, but it is 
even 
doubtful 
whether 
Borah 
would ever signify his approval, 
of it. 
Senator George W. Norris of 
Nebraska has some enthusiastic 
support from the party’s extreme 
progressive wing, but that wing is 
so ineffectual that he must be 
placed at the foot of the current 
“possibility” list. 
Norris has in­ 
herited the LaFollette following 
as much as anyone could inherit 
it, but he has not set up shop as 
a leader and probably would re­ 
fuse a third ticket nomination if 
it were tendered to him.

electric chair early Tuesday.

from the full bench would leave an 
appeal to the IPiuted States supreme 
court for a writ of certiorari still 
possible, attorneys for 
Sacco and 


Vanzetti were known to have based 
their principal hope on a victory in 
the state court.

cil this week,"when the budget 
for 


1928 was prepared. 


The increase is due to a loss of $5,- 


000,000 in taxables and the increase 
of $30,000 in the amount of money - 
estimated to be required for county 
expenses next year. 


This probable increase comes on 


top of an indicated raise of five 
cents in the gravel road repair* tax 
for the county, making a total of 
thirteen cents which will likely 
be 


pat on next year. 


The budget calls for $93,008 to be 


raised by taxation next year to meet 
estimated expenses for 1928, 
com- 


pared with $63,786.07 collected and , 
to be collected this year. The sum 
of $50,136.40 was collected on the 
county tax in 1925 and the county 
tax collections in 1926 amounted to 
$47,539.68. 


The net taxable property on which 


taxes will be levied is estimated

$45,845,005. This is purely an es- 
timate as the actual amount of net 
taxables for 1928 coald not be com- 
puted when the budget was made, 
dne to the fact that asessments by . 
the state board of tax commission- 
ers had not been received at

auditor's office and the fifteen per 
cent reduction in farm real estate 
had not been taken off.

What Hakes Pigs Runty? 


The several underlying factors 


leading to a runty condition or un- 
thriftiness 
in pigs are 
inferior 


breeding stock, improper 
feeding 


and perhaps the most serious of all 
are parasites. 
On .many 
Indiana 


farms it appears to be increasingly 
difficult to prevent many pigs from 
getting runty. This is discouraging, 
as an unthrifty pig is like a lame 
horse, often unprofitable whereas a 
thrifty pig is commonly known 
as 


one of the most profitable farm ani- 
mals. 


One of the main causes of 
un- 


thriftiness is due to the round worm 
which lives in the small intestines of 
the,pig. Hundreds of post mortem 
examinations of unthrifty pigs re- 
veal the fact that most of them are 
badly infested with worms. The com- 
mon round worm produces miljions 
of eggs which are scattered 
over 


the land with the feces. On this ac- 
count, old hoglots become badly in- 
fested and then they are dangerous 
places for little pigs. 


Tlje Bureau of Animal Industry of 


the U. S., Department of Agriculture 
in extensive field and laboratory stu- 
dies, has ascertained the life cycle 
of the common round worm Escaris 
Suis. It has been found that in their 
life cycle the worms inflict serious 
damage to the liver, lungs and small 
intestines. 


The common practice among hog 


raisers is to give a vermifuge when 
the pigs arc known to be infested 
with these worms. The worm reme- 
dies may expel the worms, but the 
damages to the vital organs cannot 
l)p repaired, therefore it has-been 
found that the prevention of these 
worms in youmr pigs 's *he very best 
plan and it can easily be put into 
pnicticr-on nearly all farms. Nearly 
100 Indiana farmers are demon- 
strating the worm prevention plan 
this year with surprisingly good re- 
sults in thrifty pigs.

prohibition be put squarely on the 
shoulders of the national 
political 


parties." 


Heated argument during the meet- 


ing kept the 1(10 members of 
the 


administrative body swinging. back 
and forth as some speakers urged 
the league demand an open 
state- 


ment from the parties 
on 
"what 


stand they will take on prohibition." 


Finally it was decided to adopt a 


substitute resolution calling for con- 
situtumal support, the league taking 
the attitude it can do nothing but 
support the constitution, and 
all 


candidates 
favoring 
prohibition 


would be supported and all against 
it would not be. 


It was not revealed whether any 


replies to telegrams the league is 
believed to'have sent to the ten 
leading republican and ten foremost 
democratic presidential possibilities, 
were received. 


These telegrams, it is undrstood, 


demanded a statement from the can- 
didates as, to what their 
positions 


would be regarding the prohibition 
question. 


In commenting on the case of E.
